to say, but it does seem to be the case 
in Japin-as in Europe at least for the 
present. An official of the Bureau of 
Statistics in the Cabinet says the fact that 
there are more suicides in cities than in 
rural parts testifies’ to “the rule just 
stated, The .more’ complicated life. be- 
comes the greater becomes the number of 
suicides, and there are more self-destroy- 
érs among men who. have to bear the 
brunt of. struggle for -existence’ than 
among women,
